IN OWN BEHALF 


Defendant in Murder 


Trial Says Attacked 


By Wilder. 


BEATRICE, Neb., Sept. 28-iWP)— 


parks B. Smith today took the stand 
in District court here to defend 
himself against a second degree 
murder charge for the death last 
June 28 of his business partner, Ed 
Wilder. Smith was on the stand 
when the' court recessed at noon, 
after giving his version of the strug- 
gle with Wilder In Smith's home, 
but the case may go to the jury 
this afternoon. 
The defendant denied there had 


been any drinking before the fight 
which led to Wilder's death. He 
said there had been a dispute over a 
small bill and then he started to 
walk out the door with his back to 
Wilder. He said he apparently was 
knocked down and stunned, as the 
next thing he remembered was find- 
ing himself on the floor with Wilder 
standing over him waving a chair 
and cursing him. He tried to get 
up but was floored again, he said, 
Both Reached For Gun. 


The next thing Smith said he re- 
membered was sitting in a rocking 
chair with Wilder again 
attacking 
and cursing him. He said he tried 
to reach for a telephone to call po- 
lice and then during the struggle 
both reached for the gun on a near- 
by table. 
Smith said when it discharged he 


was holding the barrel trying to 
keep it from being pointed at him 
and he also had hold of Wilder's 
right wrist, while Wilder was trying 
to tear the weapon away. 
Smith's wife preceded him on the 
stand to tell about coming in and 
finding *»*«" bruised and hurt, dress- 
ing his wounds and accompanying 
him to a hospital. Sherman Smith, 
a brother, said Smith and Wilder 
nearly had a fight two years ago. 


Wayne Teller of Ord, who worked 


for the men last summer, said that 
early in the summer the men had 
some trouble and Wilder remarked 
that he was not afraid of Smith and 
could whip him anytime. 
Dr. J. H. Liebee testified Wednes- 


day afternoon that Smith was under 
the influence of liquor when exam- 
ined shortly after the shooting.

land. This is over half of the wheat 
land in the county and the signers 
make up more than 80 per cent of 
all growers eligible for the bonus, 
according to the county agent. The 
county's total bonus, above local 
costs, will be $118,118, or an average 
of $149 for each signer. 
Land taken out of wheat produc- 


tion will be used for summer fal- 
lowing purposes or for the growing 
of soil building crops such, as sweet 
clover. Many growers are expected 
to plant sweet clover and then plow 
the clover under.

that he was going to use the feder- 
al rail co-ordinator to compile the [ 
needs and use the good office of | 
the government to obtain the best 
price for the bulk offer. 
It is a part of the Roosevelt pro- 
gram to bring into line big indus- , 
tries with the effort for job-mak- . 
ing deals. Before he left Washing- 
ton, the president called

leaders of the steel industry to tell 
them that he expected competitive 
bids on purchases of steel rails—- 
and 16w bids.

Is Convicted of 
Shooting Hoodlum 


Detective Convicted of 


Wounding Gangaster 
Nitti During Raid. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28— (AP)—The 


tables were reversed in Chicago to- 
day as a suspended police officer 
stood 
convicted 
af 
shooting 
a 


gangster. 
The verdict finding former De- 


tective Sergeant Harry Lang guilty 
of assault with a deadly weapon 
upon Frank Nitti, once associated 
with the Capone gang and listed by 
police as a "public enemy," was re- 
turned by a jury last night. 
It carries with it sentence up to 


one year or a fine of from $25 to 
$1000 or both, but sentence will not 
be passed by Judge Thomas J. 
Lynch before October 17, the date 
set for defense motion for a new 
trial. 
Meanwhile, Lang, a member of 
the late Mayor Anton J. Cermak's 
personal police detail, was allowed 
to go free on his original bond of 
$5,000. His first look of disappoint- 
ment when th" verdict was read 
brightened 
considerably when he 


realized that the jury had not con- 
victed him on the first count, a 
charge of assault with intent to 
kill, as demanded by the state. 


Nitti Acquitted. 


The case grew out of a police 


raid on reputed headquarters of the 
Capone syndicate last December 19 
when both Nitti and Lang were 
wounded . After his recovery Nitti 
was put on trial and acquitted when 
Lang refused to testify and a fellow 
officer said from the stand that 
Nitti had been unarmed and that 
Lang must have shot him and then 
himself. 
Then the charges were switched 
to the officer and during his recent 
trial testimony was given that the 
raid had been ordered by Mayor 
Cermak whose life, a witness said, 
had been threatened because of his 
war on gangsters. 
A fellow officer testified that the 


man the mayor learned had been 
appointed as his -'executioner" was 
Louis (Little New York.) Campagna, 
seized in the raid. In his own de- 
fense, Lang testified that he fired 
on Nitti when he saw him strug- 
gling with another policeman and 
that "somebody" then shot him.

BUSINESS IS BETTER, 


THANK YOU. 


1O LESS an authority than Ralph B. Wilson, vice 


president of the Babson Statistical board of ex- 


perts, was responsible for the statement in Kansas 
City Monday that the last four months have showed 
one of the greatest business advances ever recorded. 


"The chances are about four out of seven that re- 


covery will continue steadily and recross the line of 
normalcy," Mr. Wilson declared. "Two chances out 
of seven are that the present upturn will last a year, 
and the remaining chance is that it will blow up " 


Mr. Wilson's views provide news of the first mag- 


' nitude. The organization he represents was among 


the first to issue warnings of disaster, and likewise 
headed the advance guard in predicting better days 
before prices of farm produce scored the best ad- 
vances since the low levels of last winter. It is not 
surprising that people should be impatient, and that 
the Impatience which they feel should blind them to 
certain fundamental facts of the greatest economic 
importance. They have suffered and endured much, 
and even with the improvement registered, their po- 
sition is precarious. 


But business revival, if it is to be lasting, must not 


take place overnight, much as it is desirable that 
people be put back to work without delay, that mills 
and factories shall hum with activity, that goods 
shall find a ready market, and that the nightmare 
which has pressed itself down upon the country shall 
be ended. There is a close parallel between a coun- 
try which has been ill economically and the indivd- 
ual human being convalescing from serious sickness. 
In the case of the latter, in the event that the pa- 
tient has been flat on his back for a considerable 
period of time, frequently it is necessary to acquire 
the art of walking all over again. There is no more 
reason to anticipate that a nation as desperately af- 
flicted as America was should show no greater wear 
than would be evident if business activity could be 
geared up to the point where we left off in 1929- 
There Is no miracle to be performed. It isn't hu- 
manly possible that, as a nation, the American peo- 
ple will pick up their bed and walk, without trace of 
the ailment which has been punishing them for three 
years and more. We slowly got worse; we slowly 
shall get better, providing there is the endurance, 
the patience, the fortitude, to abide by the neces- 
sary steps in convalescence. An over amount of zeal, 
a spirit of rash enthusiasm, very easily might send 
us back to our bed. 


There is the word of a very careful and a very re- 


liable statistical organization that business recovery 
in a four months period is one of the most remark- 
able on record. There are so many straws m the 
wind to support the claim. No man can ride along 
the main lines of the railroads 
crossing 
Nebraska 


without a distinct impression of the increased freight 
shipments, as reflected in trains. There are far more 
trains, and these trains are made up of longer lines 
of cars than they were a few months ago. Tax col- 
lections, the payment of interest, the discharge of 
debt obligations reflect 
improvement. Steel output 


reached unbelievably high volume a few weeks ago, 
and while there has been a slight recession, it still 
remains above the old level. 


One other equally pertinent observation was made 


by Mr. Wilson: 
, 


"Capital is not going to be killed," he said. "But 


it is going to be cured of Its unsocial ills. The gov- 
ernment will prevent the sale of worthless securi- 
ties, make banks sound and insure a fair return to 
both capital and labor—in short, make for a richer 
life for 125 million people." 


That is rather a large order, and yet there has 


been ample proof In Washington it represents the 
RooMrelt objective. If people subscribe to the aim, 
and there should be no difficulty Irf arriving at that 
agreement, the next question Is one of method. The 
manner in which the administration 
has handled 


banking matters Is entirely satisfactory to alL The 
securities act, now the center of drum fire by varied 
groups of critics, may contain mechanical Imperfec- 
tions, but In spirit represents the clearly expressed 
sentiment of the American people. On the last point 
—a fairer return to capital and labor—it is to capi- 
tal's credit that it has shown a disposition to go 
along. 


There are grounds for hopefulness, which should 


not be wiped out in the very natural tendency to 
fume at-what appears to be unnecessary delay. 


SAVING ON ROAD WORK. 


TAKE AWAY GANGSTERS' LEGAL PROPS. 


OF MORE than casual moment as a step toward 


more effective administration of justice in the 


United States is the plan reported to be under con- 
sideration by Attorney General Cummings to insti- 
tute proceedings for disbarment of lawyers having 
known underworld connections and specializing in 
the defense of gangsters and 
desperate 
criminals 


when the hand of the law reaches out to punish 
them for their predatory and murderous offenses 
against society. 


There is good ground for the attorney general's In- 


dignation against attorneys who are regularly em- 
ployed by crime organizations to appear on behalf 
of their members when they run afoul of the law. 
Such employment is in effect complicity before the 
fact in violations of law. It differs altogether from 
the theoretical right of practitioners to lend their 
services and legal talents in behalf of persons ac- 
cused of crime. Being called in as defense counsel 
after one's client has been arrested 
and 
formally 


charged with a felony is one thing; contracting and 
receiving payment In advance for helping profession- 
al desperadoes to escape statutory penalties for 
planned acts of systematic outlawry is quite another. 


There are lawyers in Chicago, New York, and other 


large cities whom everybody knows to be affiliated 
with gangster groups from the fact that they are 
always on hand to offer bail for henchmen of these 
crime bunds whom the police lay hands on, and 
then employ all the artifices possible to delay trial 
and accomplish the disappearance of witnesses for 
the prosecution, so that ultimately their underworld 
clients may go free. 


Very frequently, cash bond is deposited by the 


lawyer to secure the release of his shady clients. It 
is quite patent that he does not put up the money 
himself for that purpose. The funds thus provided 
are actually part of the loot which crime syndi- 
cates obtain from their widespread operations. 


There should be no objection or protest from the 


vast majority of American barristers, who have no 
under-world connections, to any movement by the 
national department of justice in the 
direction of 


breaking up this sort of slimy practice. Their pro- 
fession would be vastly benefited if the men engaged 
in such disreputable and vicious activities were 
forced out of it. 


To ccmbat crime 
effectively, 
all 
the 
agencies 


through which it operates must be suppressed. Re- 
sults cannot be obtained so long as loopholes are left 
open through which perpetrators of outrageous of- 
fenses against peaceful and law-abiding citizens can 
dodge through. The interest of the bar as a whole 
should be to co-operr.te in any drive by the federal 
government aimed at gangster lawyers. No legalistic 
prattle about "constitutional rights" of those who 
obey neither the constitution nor the laws should be 
allcwed to interfere therewith.

The measures Mr. Roosevelt is taking are a 
gauge of the serious state of affairs in which he 
found this nation when he assumed

Israel's wisest seers believed the 
world's collanse was imminent when 
Jerusalem was d-stroyad Yet the 
worM still rolls down the grooves 
of Time and Jerusalem is again oc- 
cupied by God's ancient 
people. 
Since then numerous prophecies of 
universal disaster have followed in 


the wake of earthquakes, floods, 
pestilences and wars, and none was 
fulfilled. But we can reasonably ex- 
pect that the serious difficulties we 
face will at least mark the end of 
bad banking methods, treacherous 
financial 
speculations 
and 
wild 
orgies dictated by money greed and 
the coveting of something for noth- 
ing. In these matters judgment has 
been heavily on the plutocratic in- 
sanity of the postwar period. 


There should also be an end to

About 44 per cent of the of- 
fenders in New York state were ar- 
rested last year, and of these only 
18 per cent were convicted That 
means that 82 per cent "got away 
with it," which is of course the 
criminal's sole test of the wisdom 
or follv of his action. 
In other words, a thief or an as- 
sassin has about five chances to 
one of continuing his warfare on 
society. Stealing automobiles is a 
concrete case. It is about the safest 
species of theft extant because the 
thief is rarely caught. His predatory 
instinct is attracted by this easy

robbery 
Surely 
something is radically wrong when 
rosues terrorize the highways and 
ride honest men hard. 
It is little use blaming the nolice, 
the courts or the bar The plain fact 
is the criminal flourishes here be- 
cause he breathes a congenial at- 
mosphere. No winter blizzards of 
general condemnation freeze his 
activities. What with political pull, 
weak-kneed 
magistrates, 
lawyers 
who seek to circumvent justice, 
maudlin 
sentimentalists,

When meat is cut up and placed 
in water, there is dissolved out of it 
a small part of its soluble protein 
and a large part of its extractives 
and mineral salts. When this water 
is brought to a "boil, the protein is 
coagulated 
and the 
etxractives, 
which are the flavoring materials, 
are concentrated. Such a clear soup 
has no nutritive value, but does 
just what we wish in stimulating in- 
terest In the meal. 


Meat is the one thing that all 
the rigid dietitians and food fad- 
dists cut out of their diets, but, In 
my opinion, is one of the most val- 
uable of all human foods. The chief 
nutritional constituent In meat is 
protein. The value of protein dif- 
fers greatly, and lies in the compo- 
sition of the contained amino acids. 
Certain of these ammo-acids cen 
not be constructed in the body 
"The biologic value of the food pro- 
teins depends, then, upon their 
content of these essential elements. 
The proteins of milk, meat, fish 
and eggs particularly, are rich in 
these essential amino acids and. 
therefore, have the highest biologic 
value for both growth and main- 
tenance." says one of the best 
books on diet. 
It is true that certain vegetables 
have a high protein content. But 
few are complete in the sense o' ! 
containing all the necessary amino- i 
acids. Thus soy beans, kidnev and

nr.vy beans, peas and wheat—the | 
veretsble products having the high- 
est protein content—are all listed as 
incomplete by Prof. L. B. Mendel. 
Attack your meat. then, with a 
clear conscience. Not only is it do- 
ing you no harm: it contains essen- 
tial elements in the most available 
form.

the sheriff, rather than the capture 
of tho missing convicts. 


"We'll get them sooner or later 
anyway," he predicted. 


Meanwhile 200 national guards- 


men were ordered to join the po- 
lice in their search for the convicts, 
who have been reported seen in 
various places. One report had four 
or five of the desperadoes in Chi- 
cago. Another sent officers hurrying 
to a spot near Valparaiso, while a 
third caused 150 officers to surround 
a wooded tract near McCool. Ind. 
No trace of the missing men, how- 
ever, was found. 


Police Outdistanced. 


The report that some of the con- 


victs may be hiding in Chicago fol- 
lowed an attempt 
of Hammond, 
Ind., police to arrest four men, 
suspected of being members of tha 
group of ten missing felons. 
The 


Hammond police pursued an auto- 
mobile containing the four men in- 
to Chicago, but were outdistanced. 


Captain Leach last night detained 


for 
questioning Steve Trumbull, 


complaining that he was in charge 
of a broadcast over a nationwide 
network that erroneously described 
the activities of the police. He said 
it told of a "fierce gun battle" be- 
tween the escaped prisoners and the 
police and added that there was no 
truth to the report. Trumbull was 
later released. 


Police Provide "Battle." 


Trumbull denied today that the 
broadcast had been erroneous, say- 
ing that the "gun battle" was pro- 
vided by three police officers and a 
civilian who stood near the micro- 
phone and fired their revolvers 
spontaneously in their enthusiasm.

'Politically Jobless9 


Of State Invited to 
Help Form New Party 
What might be regarded as a 
blanket Invitation to the "politically 
unemployed"of Nebraska to join in 
the formation of a new party look- 
ing ahead to the presidential elec- 
tion of 1936, and possibly also with 
a view to entering the contests for 
state and congressional offices next 
year, Is contained in a letter which 
Milton Conover of the social science 
department at Yale university has 
addressed to a number of candi- 
dates who ran unsuccessfully "by 
petition" or on the socialist ticket a 
year ago. 
Seven copies of Cpnover's com- 
munication were received Thursday 
at the office of Secretary of State 
Swanson, having been addressed 
there presumably because the sender 
did not know where they are living. 
One of these 
was inadvertently 
opened with the office mail before 
noting the individual address. Sec- 
retary Swanson will try to get them 
all to the persons for whom they 
are intended. The names on the en- 
velopes were: 
Hugh W. Thomas, supposedly the 
socialist party candidate for secre- 
tary of state in Nebraska in 1932, 
but not actually on its ticket. 
GrenviUe P. North, C. L. Neth- 
away. and Henry Hoffman,, all of 
Omaha, who were candidates "by 
petition" for second district con- 
gressman last year. 
C. G. Biaderup and C. M. Bosley, 
who filed as petition candidates for 
congress the same year in the 
fourth district. 
M- P. Hall, petition congressional 
aspirant in the third. 
In his letter, the social science- 
man at Yale asks for suggestions 
on how to unite the "progressive 
forces" in a new party, and whether 
the leaders of various groups in Ne- 
braska would join such a movement 
and consent, to serve as delegates 
to a national convention to organ- 
ire the party and draft its platform. 
He proposes the name of "nation- 
alist party" for the 
presidential 


election in 1936. but jays that in 
each atate any name which would 
be "appealing 
to 
the 
voters" 


might be used. 
One thine which Conover wants 
to know particularly is whether his ' 
correspondents think a fight should , 
be made for congressional and state 
offices in 1934 "or wait until eco- 
nomic conditions relieve us from 
the pressure to support President 
Boosevelfs emergency program.

That the state government is 


likely to suffer from the effects of 
vote-seeking agitation by politicians 
favoring repudiation or scaling down 
of private debts is feared by Stati 
Treasurer Hall, who sees a tendency 
on the part of some municipalities 
and other local subdivisions to evade 
payment of their bonded obligations 
which the state bought and holds 
for investment. 


The treasurer has received letters 


from officials of some of these local 
units who insist that the state shall 
compromise the indebtedness on a 
fractional basis 
Neither Mr. Hall 
nor any other state official has any 
authonty to do this, and even the 
legislature is forbidden under the 
constitution to reduce or cancel 
legal debts owing to the state. 
Some taxing districts, it is ad- 


mitted, are so far in the hole they 
can never pull out and will ut«i- 
mately be forced to default on their 
obligations 
As to them, the state 


will have to take whatever it can 
get through foreclosure process or 
by other legal means, the same as a 
private creditor would. But there
